C. AHCTNISTRATIVE ITEM: 


Air Con ditioninp; : Members of the Training Assistance 
Staff have adjusted well to their nextf quarters at Langley. 
Our one major problem is that we are usually uncomfortably 
cold. We are reluctant to complain constantly and have done 
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/so only when the situation was intolerable. In each case 
/ our support personnel and the GSA representatives have been 
/ most cooperative and the situation has improved-~sometimes 
f \ for all day. Then the temperature drops again. The women 
j in the office are wearing wool suits or wraps of some kind, 
i but are still cold. 


The cafeterias are also uncomfortable, and the rooms 
xfhere table service is provided are especially so. One of 
the hostesses said that the situation had been brought to 
the attention of GSA almost daily, but has not been 
alleviated to any substantial extent. We understand that 
other areas also have the same problem.
